Motorists and others from this 
section are interested in a descrip 
tion and history of the hig wood- 
en bridge over the Kentucky riv- 
er at Camp Nelson, as given by 
Col. James Maret in the Lexing- 
ton Leader last Sunday. Col. 
Maret -wrote of it: 

The oldest wooden bridge in 
the state spans picturesque Ken- 
tucky river at Camp Nelson on 
the Lexington-Danville-Lancas- 
ter pike. 20 miles south of Lex- 
ington; the most wonderful, sin- 
gle-span, old fashioned covered 
wooden bridge in the world, Tt i 
more than 250 feet long and was 
erected in 1838-30-40 by W. C. 
Weinang, a period of three years 
being required for its building, li 
has been in constant use for 80 
years. Some fifteen years ago r 
movement, which met with vig- 
orous opposition by those who 
desired to preserve h" for it-; gren 
historic value, had been sel afooi 
to replace the old bridge with 
modern steel structure. 

Some writer states that th 
state furnished hah' the mone\ 
for the erection of this bridge ad- 
ding that its lota' cosl was esti- 
mated to be $250,000. State aid 
was discontinued in 1837. and re- 
cord-; which the present writei 
has been able to find, shows thai 
the state paid its portion or ap- 
portionment, $154,000, on tin 
above named turnpike of -12 mile? 
but no mention is made of t; 
bridge. Weirmag was the larger 
individual stockholder in the en- 
terprise. 

Every piece of timber that en- 
tered into the construction of this 
bridge was hand hewn before the 
work of assembling had been 
started. It required a force tvf 
more than a hundred men half :> 
year to prepare the timber, which 
was done t<» the rainutesl detail 
under the personal supervi ion Di 
the contractor. 

W'cinnag. who was a very 
wealthy man. was financially 
wrecked by the venture. T!u 
bridge is about 30 feet vide find 
has a double driveway. Until tlu 
toll gates were destroyed by the 
nighl riders in Kentucky a charge 
of 50 cents for buggies and 75 
cents for wagons was made to 
those who crossed. The bridge 
is claimed to be 290 feet in length 
and has no supports except the 
abutments at either end. 

East of the bridge in Jessamine 
county, on a beautiful level tract 
of land was established in 1863, a 
national miiltary camp which was 
used by Federal soldiers until the 
close of the Civil War. It was 
named in honor of General Win. 
Nelson, who was afterwards kill- 
ed on the steps of the Gait House 
in Louisville by Federal Gencrr.' 
Jeff C. Davis, whom Nelson had 
reprimanded over some minor 
matter. 

The place was chosen at that 
time as a national camp on ac- 
count of the old bridge in which 
the soldiers were epiartered in the 
more severe weather. At times 
the bridge was used as a hospital 
for the afflicted and wounded.
